The number of Loan Funds in existence in 1867 on Board’s Register was 93, being one 
less than in the preceding year. 

The circulation of Loan Funds throughout the country connected with the Board in 1867 
amounted to £582,216 ; it fell short of that of the preceding year by the sum of £15,275. 

The capital of Loan Funds actually working in 1867 amounted to £150,850; it fell 
short of that of the preceding year by the sum of £5,442.

The number of loans made in 1867 was 130,328; it fell short of that of preceding year 
by 4,119. 

The number of Notes sold by the Board in 1867, at Id. each, was 12b, 500; it 
fell short of the number sold in 1866 by 13,200. The produce of the sale of Notes in 1867 
was £522 18s. 4 d . ; showing a decrease, compared with that of 1866, of £55. 

The number of Debentures sold in 1867, by the Board, at Is. each, was 200 ; the 
produce of the sale of which was £10. There was a decrease in the number sold as 
compared with 1866, of 1, and in the produce of the sale of Is. 

The Gross Profits derived by Local Societies from Discounts, Fines, Sale of Application 
Papers and Cards, in 1867, amounted to £16,996 7s. 11^. ; they fell short of the amount 
derived from the same sources in 1866 by £245 8s. ]d. 

The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in 1867 was £3,634 12s.; showing 
an increase as compared with same item in 1866, of £255 6s. 7d. 

The amount of Surplus Profits applied to charitable or useful purposes in the several 
localities of Loan Funds, in 1867, was £2,299 16s. 6 d., showing an increase of such grants, 
in that year, as compared with that of 1866, of £583 13s. 9d. 

The Board’s Income in 1867, derived from ordinary sources of Revenue, was —

The Ordinary Income of 1867 fell short of that of the preceding year by the sum of 
£57 19s. 11 d.

The Board’s Expenditure in 1867 was £835 9s. Od. ; it was in excess of that of 1866 
by the sum of £4 18s. od. 

The Board’s Expenditure in 1S67 exceeded the income from all sources, by the sum of 
£168 10s. 4 d. 

The total Expenditure for 1867 being .... £835 9 9 
The total Income from all sources being . . . 666 19 5 

Left a deficiency of ..... £168 10 4 
The’ continued falling off in Income of 1867 as compared with former years is to be 
ascribed to the decrease in the produce of the sale of Notes, bearing in mind the falling- 
off of Income in the several preceding years from 1860, 

To meet deficiency of Board’s Assets in 1867 in aid of the expenditure of that year, 
stock had to be sold out of Board’s Invested Funds on the 15th March, 1867, to the net 
amount of £200. 

It is to be observed that in 1859 there was an increase in the Board’s Income from 
sale of Notes and Debentures, over that of the previous year. Since that period to the 
present there has been a continued decrease.

It is to be observed that there has been a considerable falling off in 1867 in every item 
of Income of the several Loan Funds of Ireland, with exception of the amount of Fines 
levied on Defaulters in the recovery of Loans, notwithstanding the large decrease in 
the amount actually lent during the year.
